home, her head toward the fireplace 
an d her hair disheveled. 
She was in

The report spread among the lower 
classes that the plot was hatched by 
foreign ers and for a while the lega­ 
tions appeared to be in danger. Steps 
were taken to preven t an attack and 
the Chinese officials did all in their 
power to coun teract the report. 
The 
coolie classes, however, main tain ed an 
attitude inimical to all foreigners. 
The attempted assassin ation bore 
all the signs of a carefully considered 
plot, it is reported. The assailan t was 
seen about the palace for two day s. He 
was apparen tly waiting for the oppor­ 
tun ity to w*ield his knife, an d in spite 
of the precautio ns of the court officers 
and military , he was not discovered 
till he rushed at the prince.

The stock 
n ever has paid a dividend, has no vot­ 
ing pow'er in the election of a majority 
of the board of directors, and there is 
more than $9 0,000,000 of it outstan d­ 
ing. 
No one in Wall street as much 
as presumed to imagine that the ex ­ 
traordin ary advance of $28 ,125,000 in 
m arket value was due to any sudden 
appreciation of the intrin sic value of 
the stock, or to any new development 
en han cin g its value. 
The advan ce—it 
was obvious, and every where so gran t­ 
ed—was due to sharp or blun dering 
stock m arket tactics. 
The governors 
of the stock ex chan ge so considered it, 
held a special meeting after the close 
cf business, and appointed a commit­ 
tee of investigation. The govern ors of 
the ex chan ge already know the brokers 
who ex ecuted the buy ing orders which 
produced the surprisin g movemen t in 
tlm stock. 
There are not more than-1 
fifteen of them, and most of them have 
said jdiat the orders they ex ecuted they 
received from an other broker. 
Just 
for whom this other broker w*as acting j 
is the first thin g the in vestigatin g com- j 
m ittee will set itself to discover. 
The 
committee has good reason to believe 
that the movement was inspired by a 
man higher up and wan ts to be shown, i 
In the quarter of an houor of tumult 
on the floor it was the floor traders 
wrho had the best opportun ity to profit 
from the high prices. Jacob Field, one j 
of the most active of them, was re­ 
ported as placing his winnings at'$116,- 
000 in this quarter of an hour. 
He 
sold short from the beginning until the j 
culmination of the movement. 
W alter 
Content was reported to have sold 
1,000 shares at 8 1 an d to have cov­ 
ered five min utes later at 51 at the tidy 
profit of $30,000 on this lot alone. 
Stories of customers who profited by 
the advan ce an d stories of customers 
who lost were fairly n umerous, though 
in no case were the winnings as great 
as those of some floor traders. 
The 
latter altogether w*on $500,000 at the 
lowest estimate. The sorriest verified 
story of hard luck was that of a spec­ 
ulator, who, before opening, gave his 
broker an order to buy 2,000 shares at 
the m arket, that is, at w hatever price 
the broker had to pay .

The evil of stock gambling will form 
the subject of a conference soon to 
be held at the W hite House. The pres­ 
ident is deeply in terested and will 
make known his views on the question 
either in a special message or in a re­ 
port on a bill soon to be introduced.

time withou t cau sing d eath, bu t like 
arsenic and stry chnine, when long 
taken, they cau se trou bles which are 
hard to d own. 
These are wTell known

facts and are laid d own in the books. 
We wou ld not u se d ilu ted stry chnine 
and arsenic as articles of d iet, ev en 
if they were tasty , and ev en if they 
d id whip u p the nerv es and create 
u nnatu ral ap p etite.

articles of d iet? They are u nq u es­ 
tionably slow p risons and they u n­ 
q u estionably d o the family infinite 
harm.
